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While affairs were in this deplorable ſtate, yy 
people at the loweſt ebb of deſpair, we cannot be 
aſtoniſhed at the frightful ſcenes that were acted, 


which ſeemed to indicate a total diſſolution of the 
bonds of ſociety in the neareſt and deareſt connex- 


ions. Who, without horror, can reflect on a huſband, 
married perhaps for twenty years, deſerting his wife 
in the laſt agony—a wife unfeelingly abandoning her 
huſband on his death bed—parents foriaking their 
only children—children ungratefully flying from their 
parents, and reſigning them to chance, often with- 
out an enquiry after their health or ſatety—maſters 
hurrying off their faithful ſervants to Buſhhill, even 
on ſuſpicion of the fever, and that at a time, when, 


like Tartarus, it was open to every viſitant, but never 
returned 'any—ſervants abandoning tender and hu- 


mane maſters, who only wanted 'a little care to 


reſtore them to health and uſefulneſs who, I fay, 
can think of theſe things without horror? Yet they 


were daily exhibited in every quarter of our city ; 


and ſuch was the force of habit, that the parties who 


were guilty. of this cruelty, felt no remorſe them- 


ſelves—nor met with the execration from their felow- 
citizens, which ſuch conduct would have excited at 
any other period. Indeed, at this awful criſis, ſo much 

did /e, appear to engroſs the whole attention of ma- 
ny, that leſs concern was felt for the loſs of a pa- 
rent, a huſband, a wife, or an only child, than, on 
other Occaſions, would have been cauſed by the 

death of a ſervant, ox even a favourite lap-dog. 


This kind of conduct produced ſcenes of diſtreſs 


and miſery, of which few parallels are to be met 
with, and which nothing could palliate, but the ex-

fortunes, who have given daily employment and

might be expected, inſinitel y worſe than with the 
rich. Many of theſe have periſhed, without a human — 
being to hand them a drink of water, to adminiſter 
medicines, or to perform any charitable office for 

them. Various inſtances have occurred, of dead bo- 

dies found lying in the ftreets; of perſons who had no 

| houſe or habitation, and could procure no ſhelter. 

A man and his wife, once in affluent circumſtances, 
were found lying dead in bed, and between them 
was their child, a little infant, who was ſucking its 
mother's breaſts. How long they had lain thus, was 

_ uncertain. - 

A woman, whoſe huſband had juſt died of the fe- 
ver, was ſeized with the pains of labour, and had no- 
body to aſſiſt her, as the women in the neighbour- 
hood were afraid to go into the houſe. She lay for 
à conſiderable time in a degree of anguiſh that will 
not bear deſcription. At length, ſhe ſtruggled to reach 
the window, and cried out for aſſiſtance. Iwo men, 

paſſing by, went up ſtairs; but they came at too late 
e. —She was ſtriving with death—and N 
in a few minutes expired in their arms. | 

Another woman, whoſe huſband and two. children 
5 dead in the room with her, was in the ſame ſitu- 
ation as the former, without a midwife, or any other 
perſon to aid her. Her cries at the window brought 
up one of the carters employed. by the committee 
"for" the relief of the fick. With his aſſiſtance, ſhe 
- was delivered of-a child, which died in a few minutes, 
as did the mother, Who was utterly exhauſted by 
hey labour, by the diſorder, and by the dreadful ſpec- 
tacle before her. And thus lay in one room, no leſs 
chan five dead bodies, an entire family; carried off in 
an hour or two.

A curred to which the moſt glowing pencil could 


hardly do juſtice. Stephen Girard, a wealthy merchant, 
a native of France, and one of the members of the 


committee, touched with the wretched ſituation of 
the ſufferers at Buſh-hill, voluntarily and unexpect. 
edly offered himſelf as a manager to ſuperintend that 
hoſpital. The ſurpriſe and ſatisfaction, excited by 
this extraordinary effort of humanity, can be better 


conceived than expreſſed. Peter Helm, a native of 
Pennſylvania, alſo a member, actuated by the like 


benevolent motives, offered his ſervices in the fame 
department. Their offers were accepted; and the 


fame afternoon they entered on the execution of 
their dangerous and praiſeworthy office. 


' To form a juſt eſtimate of the value of the offer of 
theſe men, it is neceſſary to take into full conſidera- 


tion the general conſternation, which at that period 
pervaded every quarter of the city, and which made 


attendance on the ſick be regarded as little leſs than 
a certain facrifice. Uninfluenced by any reflexions 


of this kind, without any poſſible inducement but 
the pureſt motives of humanity, they came forward, 
and offered themſelves as the forlorn hope of the 


committee. I truſt that the gratitude of their fellow 
citizens will remain as long as the memory of their 


beneficent conduct, which I hope will not die with 
dhe preſent generation. : 1 


On the 16th, the managers of Bufnhill, after per- 


ſonal inſpection of the ſtate of affairs there, made 
report of its fituation, which was truly deplorable. It 

exhibited as wretched a picture of human miſery as 

ever exiſted, A profligate, abandoned ſet of nurſes. - 

and attendauts (hardly any of good character could 


at that time be procured,) rioted on the provi-

No wonder, then, that a ge⸗ 
neral dread of the place prevailed through the city, 
and that a removal to it was conſidered as the ſeal 
| of death. In conſequence, there were various inſtances 
of ſick perſons locking their rooms, and reſiſting 
every attempt to carry them. away. At length, the 
poor were ſo much afraid of being ſent to Buſh-hill, 
that they would not acknowledge their illneſs, until it 
was no longer poſſible to conceal i it.

During the whole calamity to this time, they have 
attended uninterruptedly, for ſix, ſeven, or eight 
hours a day, renouncing almoſt every care of private 
affairs. They have had a laborious tour of duty to 


perform. Stephen Girard, whoſe office was in the inte- 


rior part of the hoſpital, has had to encourage and com- 
fort the ſick—to hand them neceſſaries and medicines

form many diſguſting offices of kindneſs for them,

This evil early caught the attention of the committee, 
and on the ak of ' September, they hired a houſe i Ay, 5 
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Fifth-ſtreet, in which they placed thirteen children. 


The number increaſing, they on the zd of October, 
procured the Loganian library, which was generouſly 


given up by John Swanwick, eſq. for the purpoſe of 


an orphan-houſe. A further increaſe of their little 
charge, rendered it neceſſary to build ſome additions

to the library, which are nearly half as large as that 


building. At preſent, there are in the houſe, under 


the care of the orphan committee, about ſixty chil- 


dren, and above forty are out with wet nurſes, 


From the origin of the inſtitution, one hundred an 


ninety children have fallen under their care, of whom 


ſixteen are dead, and- about ſeventy have been deli- 
vered to their relations or friends. There are inſtances 


of five and fix children of a ſingle family in the houſe. 


To theſe precious depoſits the utmoſt attention has 


been paid. They are well fed, comfortably clothed, 


and properly taken care of. Mary Parvin, a very ſuit- 
able perſon for the purpoſe, has been engaged as 


matron, and there are, beſides, ſufficient perſons em- 
ployed to aſſiſt her. Various applications have been 


made for ſame of the children; but in no inſtance 
would the committee ſurrender any of them up, until 
they had ſatisfactory evidence that the claimants had 
a right to make the demand.

HE .committee exerted its cares for the welfare 
of the citizens in every caſe in which its neces | 


ence was at all proper or neceſſary. The declenſion of 
the diſorder induced many perſons to return to the 
city at an earlier period, than prudence dictated. On 
the 26th of Ottober, therefore, the committee addreſ- 
ſed their fellow citizens, congratulating them on the 


a ſtep juſtifiable and proper, by totally + 


the diſeaſe. 


The 29th, they publiſhed another Adder earneſtly 
exhorting thoſe whoſe houſes had been cloſed, to have 


them well aired and Purified; to throw lime into the.

The 4th of November, they again addreſſed the 
5 public announcing that it was unſafe for thoſe who 


reſided in the country, to return to town with too 


much precipitation, eſpecially into houſes not properly 
prepared.

_ Notwithſtanding all theſe cautions, many perſons re- 
turned from the country, without paying any atten- 
tion to the cleanſing of their houfes, thereby ſporting 
not only with their own lives, but with the ſafety

of their fellow citizens. The neglect of ſome people, 
in this way, has been ſo flagrant, as to merit the ſe- 
vereſt pumiſhment. This dangerous nuiſance attracted

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the notice of the committee ; and after a conference 
with the aſſiſtant committee, they, on the 1 5th of No- 
vember, in conjunction with them, reſolved, that it 
Was highly expedient to have all houſes and ſtores in 
the city and liberties, wherein the malignant fever had

in which the late contagious diſorder is known to 
have been; to notify the owners or tenants, to have 
them urified and cleanſed ; to report the names 
of ſuch as ſhould refuſe compliance, and alſo make 
report of every, houſe ſhut up, in which any perſon 
is known to have lately ſickened or died. They caution- 
ed the vendue maſters not to ſell, and the public not 
to buy any clothes or bedding belonging to perſons 

lately deceafed, until they know that the ſame has 
been ſufficiently purified and aired. Oe 


I have not judged it neceſſary to enter into a minute 
detail of the buſineſs of the committee from day to day. 
It would afford little gratification to the reader. It 
would be, for ſeveral weeks, little more than a melan- 
choly hiſtory of fifteen, twenty, thirty applications 
daily, for coffins and carts to bury the dead, who had 
none to perform that laſt office for them—or as many 
applications for the removal of the ſick to Buſh hill. 
Ik here was little variety. The preſent day was as drea- 
as the paſt—and the proſpect of the approaching one 
as equally gloomy. This was the ſtate of things for a 
long time. But at length brighter proſpects dawned: 
The diſorder decreaſed in violence. The number of 
the ſick diminiſhed. New caſes became rare. The ſpirits 
of the citizens revived-—and the tide of migration was 
once more turned. A viſible alteration has taken place 
in the ſtate of affairs in the city. Our friends return 
in crouds Every hour, long-abſent and welcome faces 
6 appear —and in many inſtances, thoſe of perſons,

whom Rane fame has buried for Weeks paſt. The 
ſtores, ſo long cloſed, are nearly all opened again. 
: Many of the country merchants, bolder than others, 
are daily venturing in to their old place of ſupply. Mar- 
8 ket-ſtreet. is as full of waggons as uſual. The cuſtom- 
* houſe, for weeks nearly deſerted by our mercantile 
5 people, is thronged with citizens entering their veſſels 
" And goods. The ſtreets, too long the abode of gloom 
= and defpair, have aſſumed the buſtle ſuited to the fea- 
. ſon. Our wharves are filled with veſſels loading and 


_ unloading their reſpective cargoes. And, in fine, as 
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every thing, in the early ſtage of the diſorder, ſeemed 
calculated to add to the general conſternation; ſq 
now, on the contrary, every circumſtance has a ten- 
dency to revive the courage and hopes of our citi; 
zens. But we have to lament, that the ſame ſpirit of 
exaggeration and lying, that prevailed at a former 
period, and was the grand cauſe of the harſh meaſures 
adopted by our ſiſter ſtates, has not ceaſed to operate; 
for at the preſent moment, when the danger is en- 
tirely done away, the credulous, of our own citizens 
ſtill abſent, and of the country people, are ſtill alarmed 
with frightful rumours, of the diſorder raging with as 
much yiolence as ever ; of numbers carried off, a few 
hours after their return; and of new caſes daily oc; 
curring. To what defign to attribute theſe ſhameful 
tales, I know not. Were 1 to regard them in a ſpirit 
of reſentment, I ſhould be inclined to charge them to 
ſome ſecret, intereſted views of their authors, intent, 
if poflible, to effect the entire deſtruction of our city. 
But I will not allow myſelf to conſider them in this 
point of 1 will even ſuppoſe they ariſe from 
A pronenels to terrific narration, natural to ſome men. 
But they ſhould conſider, that we are in the ſituation

In purſuance of 
this act, the governor iſſued a proclamation to carry 


it into effect, the 21ſt of September. 


The ſelectmen of Boſton, on the 24th, publiſhed 
their regulations of quarantine, which ordered, that 


on the arrival of any veſſel from Philadelphia, ſhie 


ſhould be detained at, or near Rainsford's Ifland, 
to perform a quarantine not exceeding thirty days, 
during which time {he ſhould be cleanſed with vine- 
gar, and the exploſion of gunpowder between the 
decks and in the cabin, even though there were no. 
fick perſons on board ; that in caſe there were, they 
ſhould be removed to an hoſpital, where they ſhould 
be detained till they recovered or were long enough 
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to: aſcertain that they had not the infekkon ; that 
every veſſel, performing quarantine, ſhould be depriv- 
ed of its boat, and no boat ſuffered to approach it, 


but by ſpecial E that if any perſon ſhould 


eſcape from veſſels performing quarantine, he ſhould 
be inſtantly advertiſed, in order that he might be ap- 
prehended; that any perſons coming by land from 


Philadelphia, ſhould not be allowed to enter Boſton, 


until twenty one days after their arrival, and their 


effects, baggage, and merchandize ſhould be opened, 


waſhed with vinegar, and fumigated with repeated 


_ exploſions of gunpowder. In the concluſion, the ſelect- 


men called upon the inhabitants © to uſe their utmoſt 
vigilance and activity to bring to condign puniſhment, 
any perſon who ſhould be ſo daring and loſt to every 


idea of humanity, as to come into the town from 
any place ſuppoſed to be infected, thereby endanger- 


ing the lives of his fellow men.” 8 
The 23d of September, the ſelectmen of Newbury- 


= port notified the pilots not to bring any veſſels from 
Philadelphia, higher up Merrimack river, than the 


black rocks, until they ſhould be examined by the 


| health officer, and a certificate be obtained from him, 
of their being free from infection. | 


The governor of Rhode Ifland, the 21ſt of Sep- 


tember, iſſued a proclamation, directing the town 


_ councils and other officers, to uſe their utmoſt vigi- 
| lance to cauſe the law to prevent the ſpreading of con- 


tagious diſorders to be moſt ſtrictly executed, more eſ- 


pecially with reſpect to all veſſels which ſhould arrive 
1n that ſtate, from the Weſt Indies, Philadelphia, and 
"New-York ; the extenſion to the latter place was ow- 


ing to the danger apprehended from the intercourſe, 


5 between it and Philadelphia. 


The 28th of September, the governor of North 
Carolina publiſhed his proclamation, requiring the 
commiſſioners of navigation in the different - ports 
of the ſaid ſtate, to appoint certain places, where all 
veſſels from the port of Philadelphia, or any other 
place in which the malignant fever might prevail, 
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mould perform quarintine for ſuch number of 
days as they might think proper. k 
The commiſſioners of Newbern, on the 3oth of 
September, ordered that until full liberty ſhould be 
given, veſſels arriving from Philadelphia, or any 
other place in which an infeftious diſorder might be, 


"ſhould, under a penalty of five hundred pounds, ſtop 
and come to anchor at leaſt one mile below the town, 


and there perform a quarantine for at leaſt ten days, 
unleſs their captains ſhould produce from inſpectors 
appointed for the purpoſe, a certificate that in their opi- 
nion the veſſels might, with ſafety to the inhabitants, 


proceed to the town or harbour, and there land their 


paſſengers or cargo. The 18th of October, they or- 
dered, that if any free man ſhould go on board any 
veſſel from Philadelphia, &c. or ſhould bring from 
on board ſuch veſſel, any goods or merchandize, be- 
fore ſhe was permitted to land her cargo or paſſengers, 
he ſhould, for every offence; forfeit five pounds; and 


if any ſlave ſhonld offend as above, he ſhould be lia- 
ble to be whipped not exceeding fifty laſhes, and his 


maſter to pay five pounds. „ 

The governor of S. Carolina, publiſhed a proclama- 
tion, ſubjecting Philadelphia veſſels to quarantine, the 
date of which I cannot aſcertain. The inhabitants of 
Charleſton, on the 8th of October, had a meeting, 
at which they reſolved, that no veſſel from the river 


Delaware, either directly or after having touched _ 
at any other port of the united ſtates, ſhould bepermit- 


ted to paſs Charleſton bar, till the citizens had again 
aſſembled, and declared themſelves ſatisfied that the 


diſorder had ceaſed in Philadelphia. If any veſſel, con- 


trary thereto, ſhould croſs the bar, the governor 


ſhould be requeſted to compel it to quit the port, and ;

The governor of Georgia, on the 4th of October, 
publiſhed a proclamation, ordering all veſſels from 
Philadelphia, which ſhould arrive in Savannah river, to 
remain in Tybee creek, or in other parts at like dif- 
tance from the town, until the health officer of the 
port ſhould, on examination, certify, that no malig- .

© children, and ſervants, Who braved the danger, and 
determined to obey the dictates of humanity. There 

-are various inſtances of perſons who may be ſaid to

coffins made.. And for the encouragement of thoſe 
e , at any other time, or in any other Pace, 

ve friends or relatives in this diſorder, let it be 
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remarked, that few of thoſe who diſcharged theit 
duty to their families, have ſuffered by it. There are 
inſtances of individuals, who have nurſed and attend- 
ed on ſix, eight and ten perſons ee, in 
their own houſes, without ever taking the infection. 
Others, before their own illneſs, and after their reco- 


covery, nurſed and reſtored their families. Willi- 


am Young had no leſs than ten in his houſe ſick, and 

nearly all at one time. He attended on them till he 
was taken ill; and, during his ſickneſs, ov direc- 
tions for the management of them, as effectually as 
if he was well.

derly behaviour, voluntarily offered themſelves as 
nurſes, to attend the fick at Buſh-hilly and have in 
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chat capacity conducted themſelves with great fidelity. 
Among them are ſome who were formerly regarded, 
and with juſtice, as hardened, abandoned villains, 
which the old ſyſtem uſually rendered every tenant 
of a jail, who remained there a few weeks. According 
to the ſame ſummary fyſtem, theſe men's lives would 
have been long ſince offered up as an atonement to 
. ſociety for the guury they had done it. That is, in plain 
Englith, becauſe ſociety had ſuffered one injury by ra- 
pine, it was neceſſary it ſhould ſuffer another by law.

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contrary, that as the nature of our government did 
not allow the arbitrary meaſures to be purſued, which, 
in deſpotic countries, would probably have extin- 
guiſhed the diforder at an early period it was the 
duty of every perſon to avoid the danger, whoſe cir- 
cumſtances and ſituation allowed it. The effects of the 
deſertion were, moreover, falutary*. The ſphere of 
action of the diſorder was diminiſhed. Two or three 
empty houſes arreſted the diſeaſe in its progreſs, as it 
was ſlowly, but ſurely travelling through a' ſtreet, 
and probably reicued a neighbourhood from its ' rava: 
ges. We ſhall long have to mourn the ſevere loſs our 
city has felt, in being bereft of ſo many valuable citi- 
zens : and had the 17,000, who retired, been in the 
city during the prevalence of the diſorder, and loſt 
as large a proportion of their number,. as thoſe did 
who remained, we ſhould, inſtead of 4000 dead, have 
loſt nearly 6000 ; and perhaps had to deplore in the

At the beginning of the diſorder, therg 
was great knavery and colluſion in the reports of the 
deaths; for while it was poſſible to conceal the infec- 
tion, they were attributed to fevers of all kinds, which 
began to ſwell the bills; this was done to prevent houſes 
being ſhut up, and families being ſhunned by their 
. neighbours... Add to this, that the dead carts working 
in the dark, no exact accounts were kept; the clerks and 
ſextons being naturally averſe to fo dangerous a duty, and 
frequently falling ſick themſelves before ſuch accounts 
as they had were delivered in. Quakers and [Jews alſo, 
who had ſeparate burial grounds, were not mentioned if 
the weekly bills; nor was any regiſter taken of thoſe 
who died on board veſſels of all kinds in the river. It 
was well known, that numbers of poor deſpairing crea» 
© tures wandered out of town into the fields, woods, and 
bother remote places, where they died of the infection 
and of want. The inhabitants of the villages would carry 
food to theſe diſtracted refugees, and ſet it at a diſtance 
for them; and afterwards frequently found them dead 
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with the victuals untouched. The country people woulld

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Account of the Plague at Marſeilles, in.1720 0 


ARSEILLES has been ſeveral times viſited by 
1 the plague, as in the year 1580, in 1630, 1649, 
and 1650. : | | 
In May, 1720, the citizens were informed, that the 
| 8 had made its appearance in Paleſtine, and Syria. 
On the 25th of that month, a veſſel from Syria, and the 
iſland of Cyprus where the plague prevailed, arrived at 
the ifles of Chateaudif, in the vicinity of the harbour of 
Marſeilles. After performing a quarantine, the paſſen- 
gers were permitted to mix with the inhabitants. One of 
| the crew; and a perſon placed on board as a guard, had 
* in the mean time died; but the ſurgeon employed to 
| examine the bodies, declared, that he could diſcover no 
mark of the plague. On the 12th of June, a ſhip, with 
a foul bill of health, as it is termed, caſt anchor. On 
the 24th and 26th of June, four perſons died. Three 
of theſe were porters, who had been entruſted with the 
care of purifying' the merchandize on board of 
theſe veſſels. The fourth was a boy belonging to the 
firſt vefſel. Hence it appears that the progreſs of this 
. contagion was in the beginning extremely flow. The 
ſurgeon again certified that there was no ſign of the 
plague ; but the magiſtrates began to diſtruſt him: They 
_ cauſed the bodies to be buried in quick lime, and the 
veſſels, from the cargoes of which the porters were ſuſ- 
pected of having caught the contagion, were ordered to 
e removed to 4 greater diſtance. On the 7th of July, 
two other porters employed in the Lazeretto were taken 
ill, and on the 8th a third; on the 9th, the whole three 
expired. They were buried in . ee lime, and their 
clothes were burned. Three other ſurgeons had been ap- 
pointed to inſpect their bodies; and it was at laſt con- 
tefſed that they had died of the plague : from this time 
to the 31ſt of July, the contagion made feeble but . 


dual advances. The gentlemen of the faculty, who 
dieeclared the dangerous nature of the diſeaſe, were in- 
ſüulted by the rabble, who would not believe that the

progreſs in the city. Indeed, from this day to the 25th, 


almoſt nothing was heard of it, and the people had be - 


un to believe, that the danger was over. On the 25th, 
wever, the magiſtrates were informed, that fifteen 
perſons were taken ill, in the ſtreet of Leſcalle. The 


: | wb aa durſt not venture to declare the fact, and aſ- 


igned any other reaſon for their ſickneſs, than the plague. 
At the end of July, the magiſtrates became alarmed 


Fr” in earneſt. Some of them began to be exhauſted by the 
melancholy employment of attending the funerals of 
the dead, and the removals of the ſick to the public 


hoſpitals, both which offices were performed in the 


night. The marquis de Pelles, governor of the city, 


examined the treaſury, and found in it only the pitiful 


| Jum of eleven hundred livres. Corn, butcher's meat, 


and wood, were extremely ſcarce and dear. The weal- 
thy part of the inhabitants had by this time fled. It was 
now certain that the contagion was fixed in the city; 
and it was readily foreſeen, that, unleſs vigorous ma- 


ſures of prevention were taken, famine would complete 


the ſcene of calamity. All beggars from the country 


were commanded to leave the city; but it was imme; 


diately found impracticable, to carry this order into ex- 
ecution. The chamber of trade of the parliament of Aix, 
had publiſhed an arret, prong the citizens of 


Marſeilles from quitting the territories of the town. 


The other inhabitants of Provence were forbidden to 
hold any correſpondence with them; and coachmen, 
carriers, or others, attempting to retire from Mar · 
ſeilles to the country, on any pretence whatever, were 
o return back under pain of death. It was, therefore, 
impoſſible to drive out of the city, two or three tliou- 
. fand beggars, and other ſtrangers of different kinds. An

attempt was made to diſpel the infection by burning 


fire in the ſtreets, but to no purpoſe: M variety of re- 


hulations were adopted to prevent the ſpreading of the 
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diſtemper, as well as the oradraſs bf fewiti: What fuel 
had been in the city, was already conſumed in the ex- 
periment of making fires: A great quantity of ſulphur 
was bought, and a, part of it diſtributed to the poor, in 
every quarter of the town, ta be burned in their houſes 
by way of a perfume : the colleges and ſchools were 
ſhut up, to prevent the communication of the diſorder ; 
and the moſt preſſing applications were made to the go- 
verament of France, for immediate and ſubſtantial aſſiſ- 
tance, before the avenues of the city ſhould be abſo- 
lutely ſnut up. On the third of Auguſt, a mob aſſem- 
bled, demanding bread, which was given to them. On 
the fourth, the officers of the fort of St. John, waited 
on the magiſtrates, to acquaint them, that their ſoldiers 
were in want of corn; and if not ſupplied, would per- 
haps enter the city, and take it by force; the lee 
which they received was, that if the troops attempted 
to enter Marſeilles, the magiftrates, at the head o the 
citizens, would oppoſe them. On the 7th of Auguſt, the 
chamber of trade of Provence, permitted the ſheriffs to 
have a conference with ſome of their. agents, at the 
diftance of fix miles from the city. , Precautions were 
taken to ſpeak at a diſtance. An agreement was: made, 
that a market ſhould: be eftabliſhed in that place, and a 
double barrier erected. Another market was to. be fixed 
upon a high road, two leagues from Marſeilles; in a dif- 
ferent direction. A rendezvous for boats was likewiſe - 
named, in a ereek amongſt the iſlands in the harbour of 
Marſeilles. In all theſe re the guards were appointed 
by the province, and paid by the city. On the: gth of 
_ it was found, that maſt of the phyſicians and 
Jurgeons had fled. It was honght — to ſelect a 
Houſe to-whick the fick might be carried. The houſe of 
gorvaleſcence was pitched upon for thiat purpoſe. But 
it was an object of the greateſt difficulty to remove the

They were ſixty feet in length and twenty four feet 
deep, and tha dead were buried in quick lime.

and he cauſed large ditches to be dug for burying the 
dead. The two hoſpitals were entirely filled in leſs than 
two days; but the patients did not remain there long. 
© The diſtemper was ſo violent, that thoſe who were 
brought into the hoſpitals at night, were caſt into the 
ditches next morning, In every houſe where it entered; 
no perſon eſcaped the infection, and it ſeems that few or 
none ſürvived it. On the 12th of Auguſt, two of: the 
.. moſt eminent phyſicians of Montpelier. were diſpatched 
by the regent of France to the aſſiſtance of the citizens;
